IOLA, Kan., Oct. 1—The gas wells in 


this district, which supply 70,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas a day to the towns and big 
manufacturing plants, are mer: pigmies 
as compared with the mammoth Okla- 
homa natural gas wells from which J. O. 
Rodgers and his associates propose to 
furnish gas to St, Louis. 


These wells have been heavily drawn 


upon for ten to fifteen years and the 
supply seems to be inexhaustible. The 
three big smelting plants of the Langan 
Smelter Co., of which Rodgers is presi- 
dent, are operated entirely with natural 


gas for fuel. The Rodgers company, 
with three other smelting companies. 
consume 45,000,000 cubic feet of gas a 
day—practically four times the present 
consumption of artificial gas in St. 
Louis. ig 

In addition to the smelters two large 
Portiand cement plants. turning put ap- 
proximately 10,000 barrels a day, are 
operated entirely with natural gas. 
These two plants consume 20,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas a day. All of these indus- 
tries, with the electric light and power 
company, and numerous smaller fac- 
tories, are supplied from gas fields that 
lie within ten and fifteen miles from 
Tola. i

Smaller Than Oklahoma Wells, 
The gas here is conducted from the

‘Where 
natural gas is used for fuel, there is

for a large range on which all meals 
for its guests are prepared.

Doctors Say Disease Can Be 
Wiped Out Only by 
Inoculation. 





EXPERIMENTS NOW ON 





Effort Being Made to Cure 
Rabbits Fed With Tu- 
bercle Bacilli. 





WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—That any suc- 
cessful immunity from consumption 
must be accomplished through the use 
of the living tubercle bacilli, was the 
novel theory today advanced before the 
section on “‘Immunity’’ at the Interna- 
tional Congress on Tuberculosis, in a pa- 
per read for Prof. M. A. Barber of the 
University of Kansas and Drs. W. W. 
Williams and Gerald W.. Webb of Colo- 
rado Springs, Colo. 

The paper was entitied 
Production by Inoculation of Increas- 
ing Numbers of Bacteria,” and attract- 
ed considerable attention. 

Immunity by the inoculatjon of the 
living. germs has been accomplished in 
but few diseases and principally in 
small-pox, but the authors declare that 
satisfactory immunity from tuberculesis 
has been obtained experimentally by the 
use of Hving bacilli. 

The experiments consisted of tnoculat- 
‘ine guinea pigs, beginnin; with one of 
the deadiv tubercle bacilli and then 
gradually increasing the number up to 
the thousands. The result is, accord- 
ing to the authors, that none of the 
guinea pigs have become vidtims of 
tuberculosis as shown by. post- Bos pics 
examination. 

‘To ascertain any. therapeutic value 
ef this theory,” state the authers, ‘‘rab- 
bits fed with living tubercle bacilli are 
undergoing similar inoculations for their 
cure.”’

The 10 whose “Gots ts het 
ing watched by physicians and scientists 
attending the Interna&tional Tuberculosis 
Congress at Washington, D. C., ‘were 
not inoculated with tuberculosis germs, 
say St. Louis physicians. The news- 
paper men were mistaken abeut the ex- 
periment, say medical men here. 

. Dr. Louls Drechsler was askea bya 
Post-Dispatch reporter to explain ‘ust 
what was done. He said: 

“When .I was informed that ttle ehil- 
dren had been inoculated with tubercu- 
losis germs at’ Washington, 7° wes 
shocked, I confess. I thought that, if 
such experiments were to be performed 
it would have been right to have only 
grown persons of discretion who could 
understand the gravity of what they 
were subjecting themselves to.’ 

“But after I had a chance to see the 
published article and read the interviews 
with the experimenting physicians I saw 
that the newspaper men had drawn 
wrong conclusions. There was no inoc- 
ulation whatever. 

Ne Germs in Filtrate, 

‘There ig a great deal of difference be- 
tween a ‘culture’ of rerms and a filtrate 
from a broth made of them. The culture 
contains the live germs, but the filtrate, 
as its name implies, is a very delicately 
filtered stuff without a germ in it. There 
is no possibility of ineeulation with the 
filtrate. 

“Its use is in diagnosis. The filtrate 
is applied to the eye or, as in Washing- 
ton, in the arm. If the patient has tu- 
berculosis -a@ certain reaction will fol- 
low, without harming, him, whieh will 
prove that he has the disease. While 
such tests are comparatively new, they 
are well-known to the profession. Koch 
tuberculin is a preparation for mening 
the test. 

“What is néw in the Washington test 
is this, that filtrates have béen prepared 
from both Mmiman and bovine tuber- 
culosis. The human germ filtrate wil! 
give its reaction and the bovine filtrate, 
another, peculiar to itself, thus showing 
\ what, was the. origin of the disease in 
each ease. This is the first time auch 
tests have been made.

AN OYSTER, OR IS 
A FORK PROPER 


St. Louis Cocktail Makers 
Differ With Man Who 
Wrote Book About It. 








OH, SPOONS! HE SAYS 





“Just as Weil Use a Basebali

Expert. 





You must eat your oyster cocktail, or 
rather your cocktail oyster, with a fork 
—preferably an oyster fork. A _ pitch- 
fork may be used in an emergency, but 
it is best to reserve the pitchfork for 
the hay course. 

It is necessary to say something about 
this because a man 
has written in a 
book that it is per- 
missible to eat an 
oyster cocktail 
with a spoon. S8t. 
Louis experts on 
what to eat and 
how to eat it say 
this is dreadful ad-« 
vice which, if fol- 
lowed, is likely to 
lead to the escape 
of many an oyster 
that would other- 














wise be forked 
into somebody’s , 
system. 





The objections to 
the spoon are pru- 
jential rather than 
esthetic. It is 
feared that if a 
spoon were used the major purpose 
would be defeated. The major purpose, 
of course, is to get hold of the oyster. 

With a fork the oyster is impaled in 
such @ manner that escape is next to 
impossible. If a spoon were used the 
oyster would have at least an even 
chance to get away. 

Albert Stump, dining room captain at 
the Southern Ho- 
tel, says they nev- 
er think of piacing 
a spoon in the 
hand of a guest 
who is going to 
cope with a cock- 
tail oyster. It 
would be giving 
the oyster too 
great an advan- 
tage in the grap: 
ple. Guests have 
the option of mix- 
. ing up their own 
cocktail or.taking 
the hotel formula, 
but whether «the 
oyster is haif-shel! 
or bulk, the fork 
is the Weapon. 

Eddie Fieler says 
it is the same way 
at the Planters. They would be as like- 
ly to send in a baseball mitt as a spoon 
with the oyster cocktail there and one 
would be about as useful as the other 
in catching the elusive victim. 

At the Jefferson the oyster is always 
served on the half shell and has to be 
dipped in the cocktail sauce. It natural- 
ly follows, according to Capt. Thomas 
Johnson, that a fork is the only utensil 
that has any utilitarian value. 

Wherefore it would be well if the man 
who wrote the book would write anoth- 
er one explaining why he wrote the first 
one.

Resolutions Condemning Plan 
Introduced in Denver 
Convention. 





WOULD CAUSE - PANICS 





Depositors Would Fear Effects 
of Wholesale Insurance 
of Funds. 





DENVER, Colo., Oct. 1—The ques- 
tion of guaranteeing bank deposits was 
brought squarely before the annual con- 
vention of the American Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation at its afternoon session today in 
a report of the association’s Federal 
legislative committee, which takes a 
decided stand in opposition to such 
action by either the Federal or State 
governments. The report in part is 
as follows: 

“Your committee is opposed to the 
guaranteeing of deposits by either State 
or Federal governments, or the assum- 
ing of a trusteeship by either of a 
guarantee fund, believrng that it would 
be a funetion wholly outside of any 
purpose for which State or Federal gov- 
ernments were organized, and for the 
further fact that the assuming of a 
trusteeship would be misleading io the 
general public, as it is not a guarantee 
by elther State or Federal government; 
and that such a law would work to the 
detriment, not only of the banks, but 
to the depositing public as well. 

“Tf one class of bank creditors is to 
be insured against the usual mischance 
of business, why not all classes; and 
where is the justice of levying a depos- 
itor’s loss, for which he is not, respon- 
sible, upon other banks, who also are 
not respensible for his loss and who 
have no voice whatever in the selection 
of where he shall ke» his account? 

Deposits Guaranteed by Assets, 

‘Depositers of a bank are guaranteed 
primarily by the character of the as- 
sets in which the depositors’ money Is 
invested, margined and fortified by the 
bank’s capital and surplus. If a bank's 
assets, that is to say, its investments, 
are good, if its credits have been wise- 
ly and conservatively extended, deposi- 
tors are amply protected and need no 
other guarantee. Why. should not the 
bank’s assets be guaranteed; why not 
guarantee payment to the banks of the 
receivables of their various clientele? 
This would guarante -deposits. Both 
propositions are alike, fllogicul and alike 
absurd. 

“Deposits in a bank are safe in qust | 
the proportion that its assets are good. 
We should discourage unwise extension 
of credit, rather than open the way for 
reckless. banking, which would seem to 
be the inevitable result of the proposed 
schemes. 

Would Cause, Not Prevent, Panic. 

“We are told that these plans will do 
away with panics. Are they not more 
likely to prove the mother of panics? 
A panic is business paralysis, born of 
unreasoning fear on the part of the 
public. In such conditions, will deposit- 
ors refrain from, withdrawing their 
funds? Will they not, rather, withdraw 
them at once because of the unknown 
danger resulting from each bank being 
compelled to guarantee the losses in 
20,000 other banks? , 

“To those who have had the gruelling 
experience of, several panics, there is 
but one answer to this question and no 
law could be spread upon the statute 
books more fraught with mischief than 
a law for enforced guarantee of bank 
deposits. 

‘‘Let Congress provide a means where- 
by perfectly solvent banks with good 
assets can obtain currency “with 
the same facility as banks in other great 
commercial nations, and they will have 
gone far toward the prevention of 
panics.”’ 

Constitution Is Amended. 

Among the amendments to the consti- 
tution adopted was one for the organi- 
zation of a section of the bankers’ asso- 
ciation to be’ known as the American 
Institute of Banking with one repre-

The report of the Currency Commis- 
sion shows that some progress was. 
made before Congress. While it does 
not wholly approve of the Aldrich-Vree- 
land measure, it states that the new 
law is in the direction of progress. No 
bill was suggested in the report but the 
commission declared that the bill it 
proposed to the last session was, in its 
opinion, the best bill that could be pro- 
posed. 

Former Gov. Myron T. Herrick of 
Ohio read the report of the commission, 
and made a brief speech on the sub- 
ject. There was some discussion but n» 
opposition developed to the report, which 
was unanimously adopted and the com- 
mission was continued.

UNIONS HAVE CLASH 





Jealousy of Rival Organiza- 
tions Credited With Caus- 
ing ‘Trouble. :

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. - 

NEW YORK, Oct. —The Great 
Northern Paper Co. and the Internation- 
al Paper Co. have decided ta treat no 
longer with the International Brother- 
hood of Paper Workers, Pulp, Sulphite 
and Paper Mill Workers because of its 
repudiation of an agreement signed by 
President Carey of that organization on 
Sept. 24,' by the terms of which the 
union men were to return to work. 

The two big paper companies have de- 
cided to open their mills at once and 
to fill the places vacated by the union 
men by other skilled Jaborers. 

The companies believe that the major- 
ity of the members of the union do not 
approve of what they term “the dishon- 
orable action’’ of the organization, and 
that they will accept the opportunity 
thus afforded them of resuming their 
positions. 

The Great Northern Paper Co. has no 
quarrel with its employes on the ques- 
tion of wages. It has been paying the 
highest wages in the paper trade and 
there has never been the slightest dis- 
satisfaction expressed ‘by the employes 
over the wage scale. The trouble is en- 
tirely the making of the men who con- 
trol the organization of machinery work- 
ers, who form only about 2 per cent 
of the number of employes in the paper 
mills of the country. 


Strike Due to Union Jealousy. 
The strike at the mills of the Inter- 


national Paper Co. began nearly nine 
weeks ago and grew out of the jealous- 
les between two unions and an alleged 
breach of faith on the part of President 


between the company and its employes 
over a proposed reduction in wages. 
With this, however, the Great ‘Northern 
Paper Co. had nothing to do. 

No proposition to reduce wages was 
ever made to the men employed in its 
mills; but at midnight, Sept. 10, Presi- 
dent Carey of the International Brother- 
hood telegraphed to the union men in 
all the Great Northern mills to walk 
out. No notice of any character was 
given to the. executive officers or the 
local managers of the Great Northerh 
Paper Co. Four or five days later, how- 
ever, President Carey sent a telegram 
to the manager asking for an interview. 

Prior to this request, however, Mr. 
Carey publicly stated that he had shut 
down the Great Northern mills be- 
cause they had been making paper for 
the International Paper Co. This state- 
ment was proved to be false by the of- 
ficials of the Great Northern Co. Mr. 
Carey then deciared that he had called 
the strike because the Great Northern 
Co. was doing business with the Pulp 
Makers’ Union, which embraces the 
great majority of all paper workers. 
This union is known as Fitzgerald’s 
Union. 

Agreement Had Been Kept. 

The officers of the Great Northern 
Co. admitted this charge, but pointed 
out. to -Mr. Carey that they had been 
working under an agreement with the 
Fitzgerald union, the terms of which 
had been honorably kept by that or- 
ganization. There has been a great dea) 
of friction between the two unions, 
which originally were entirely distinct. 

President Carey, however, had been 
trying to extend his union to all classes 
of paper makers, and this attempt was 
looked upon in the paper trade as the 
actucl basis of the strike. In other 
words, the paper mills of the country 
have been shut down because of their 
refusa' to break a contract with a la- 
bor union which President Carey is 
seeking to obliterate. 

The following is the text of the no- 
tice which was telegraphed to all of 
the paper mills of the Great Northern 
Paper Co. last night. and is identical 
with the one sent out by the Interna- 
tional Paper Co: 

“To Whom It May Concern: 

“The demands made by the Interne- 
tional| Brotherhood of Paper Makers, 
Pulp, Sulphite and Paper Mill Work- 
ers, at their meeting held Sept. 29, 
1908, cannet be considered for a moment. 
and are herewith declined, and inas- 
much as the agreement made by the 
president of that organization. dated 
Sept. 24, has been repudiated, the com- 
pany must decline to treat with it 
further. 


Preference to Old Employes. 

“This corporation, however, proposes 
to resume manufacturing at its mills 
at once, and to this end we give notice 
that the positions vacated by these 
leaving the company will be filled as 
soon as possible. In filling such posi- 
tions the preference will be given to 
those formerly employed by this com- 
pany. 

“That the company’s position may «ot 
be misquoted or misunderstood, it de- 
sires to state that It is not opposed to 
organized labor, but is prepared to rec- 
ognize any organization which is prop- 
erly constituted and can convince the 
company's officials that any contract or 
agreements entered into between the 
organization and the manufacturer wil!

Fc reign Mail Records Broken First Day, 
Rate Saving to People of United States 


Annually. 





NEW YORK. Oct.. 1.—The largest 
amount of mail matter for England, 
Ireland, Scotlund and Wales ever sent 
in a single day was dumped into the 
postoffice and its branchey early this 
morning. 

The dumping process began a min- 
ute after midnight. A large number 
of business houses with connections 
in the United Kingdom, kept clerks 
on hand until midnight to send them 
out to post the foreign mail the min- 
ute Oct. 1 arrived, and the amount of 
mail deposited was in many cases 
three and four times as large as the 
usual grist, 
firms, with an eye to the stamp box, 
had been saving up letters to mail on 
Oct. 1. 


Beginning with 12:01 o’clock this 


morning the letter rate between the 
United States and Great. Britain and 
Ireland shrank from 6 cents to: 2 
cents an ounce—a saving of 3 cents 
on each letter. That is a trivia) 
matter on a single letter, but im- 
ortant to firms having . extensive 
yusiness dealirgs across the sea. 
Even when only 100 detters are sent 
daily the saving is $3 a day, or nearly 
$1000 a year.

ANTE-ELECTION 
PUBLICITY NOT 
WANTED BY TAFT 


Would Not Discourage Con- 
tributions by Subjecting 
Donors to Attacks. 








OUTLINES LAW NEEDED 





Will Conclude Final Day in 
Bryan’s State With Big 
Omaha Meeting. 





LINCOLN, Neb., Oct. 1.—William H. 
Taft, following an enthusiastic recep- 
tion in Lincoln yesterday, started this 
morning on his final day's itinerary in 
his opponent’s home State and will con- 
clude at Omaha, where a monster dem- 
onstration for tonight has been planned. 

Taft last night not only indorsed 
President Roosevelt’s position on the 
question of the publicity of campaign 
contributions; but defended it with ar- 
guments calculated to establish that po- 
sition as sound from the standpoint. of 
public good. 

Mr. Taft made 11 speeches in Nebras- 
ka yesterday before reaching Lincoln 
and five speeches in that city. Immense 
crowds greeted him at all points. 

What Mr. Taft said on publicity fol- 
lows: 

“IT take exactly the same position that 
the President takes. I have always been 
in favor of a law which will require 
publicity of both contributions and ,ex- 
penditures immediately after election. 
Mr, Bryan seems to favor’ the publica- 
tion of contributions before the election, 
but postpones the publication of expend- 
itures until after that time. 
see no reason why, if contributions are 
to be published before elections, ex- 
penditures should not also be published. 
I think that thé character of expendi- 
tures is quite as important as the char- 
acter and source of the ee 


Object of La 
“The proper object of a "publiotts law 


is to prevent’ the use of money for 
bribery and other improper purposes 
In elections and to enable the law offi- 
cers of the government and the public 
to determine whether the contributions 
made were properly expended for legit- 
imate purposes. The requirement tiat 
the names and amounts of the persons 
contributing should also be shown is 
for the purpose of enabling the public 
and prosecuting officers of the Govern- 
ment to judge whether. subsequent offi- 
cial action has been improperly affected 
in favor of the contributors by the suc- 
cessful candidate. This can all be ac- 
complished by publication after the 
election. Phe chief objection to the«pub- 
lication of contributions before the.elec- 
tion is that it makes certain that in 
the heat of the controversy the motives 
of those who contribute to pay the le- 
gitimate expenses of the contribution 
will be misconstrued, perverted . and 
misrepresented. 

-“It is not good policy to discourage 
those who desire to contribute to the 
legitimate purposes of the campaign 
from so contributing by exposing them 
to the bitter diatribes of unfair attacks 
or slanderous condemnation of partisans 
in an electoral fight. 


Law Needed, 
“A rigid law requiring the publication 
in detail of contributions and expendi- 


tures within 10 days after the election 
so that the public may know wiiere the 
money came from, how much came, 
how much was expended, and for what 
it Was expended, is ail’ that public pol- 
icy requires. The publication of such 
contributions will make the successful] 
candidate most careful in deciding ques- 
tions in which contributors may sub- 
sequently have a personal interest in 
order to avoid any inference of improper 
influence thereby. 

“The known publicity to be given to 
contributions after the election will 
greatly reduce the probability that a 
contribution will be made for the pur- 
pose of seeking privileges or favors at 
hands of the candidate, and tends to se- 
cure practical purity of motive in the 
making of such contributions. Mr. 
Bryan looks rather to the publication 
of such contributions for platform pur- 
poses und references, than to the main 
purpose of a publicity law, which is to 
secure the public against bribery in elec- 
tions and the improper influencing of 
official action.

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IS STONE REPRESENTATIVE? 

In pointing out the parallel between the work of 
plutocracy in Ohio and the work of plutocracy 
in Missouri, the Post-Digépatch directed public at- 
tention to the work done for the Baking Powder 
Trust by Senator Stone, when, as ex-Governor, he 
wielded great political influence. in Missouri and 
was regarded as a prospective recipient of higher 
honors from the people of the State. 

Senator Foraker is condemned by Democrats 
everywhere because, as a paid attorney for the 
Standard Of] he performed. certain services for 
the monopoly in the courts and in the State 
Legislature of Ohio.

In his ad- 
dress to a legislative committee in the alleged 
interest of a public health society, Stone said ‘it 
was “composed of a number of Missouri people-- 
good people, both men and women, living in dif- 
ferent parts of the State.’ Subsequently the in- 
formation was brought out in a legal proceeding 
that the headquarters of the society was in Gov. 
Stone's office and its, business was transacted by 
his associates. 

On the witness stand Stone testified that he was 
employed for the health society by Daniel J. 
Kelley. Kelley was the corrupt lobby agent of the 
Baking Powder Trust who entered into a bribery 
conspiracy with Lieutenant-Governor John A. 
Lee to defeat the repeal of the trust’s “pure food” 
law. , 

All of ‘this is a matter of record in Missouri. 

The record of the Baking Powder Trust’s effort 
to control the State Legislature for the perpetua- 
tion of its monopoly, is the most shameful in the 
history of Missouri. 
Senator Stone’s connection with the Baking 
Powder Trust as its paid attorney for court trials, 
but who helped, by legislative lobbying, to 
fasten its monopoly on the people of the 
State emphasiz-3 the issue of predatory plutocra- 
cy and its methods in relation to his candidacy 
for re-election to the United States Senate. Now, 
when the Democratic party is fighting plutocracy 
and monopoly and is denouncing their methods 
and purposes in the control of government for 
the oppression of the people, is Senator Stone the 
type of man to be sent to the Senate as a rep- 
resentative Democrat? 
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The forged Cleveland letter was made public 
too sodn. Such arguments should be held until 
the last week in the campaign, when no time is 
left in which to expose the fraud. Any subse- 
quent exposure won’t count because the result is 
already secured. 
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‘NATURAL GAS LOOKING UP. 
The action of the Laclede Gas Light Co. in 
trying to buy up the leases of the Oklahoma na- 
tural gas fields, whence it is proposed to pipe 35- 
cent gas to St. Louis corroborates the reports of 
the Post-Dispatch as to the value of the fields 
and the possibility of competition from that 
source. 
If the gas in those flelds did not menace the 
monopoly and reasonably promise reduced gas 
rates in St. Louis the monopoly would not seek to 
lease the fields at expensive figures. 
If the monopoly takes this view of the potential 
competition presented by the Oklahoma field, it 
is high time that the people of St. Louis see its 
value in the same light and bring quick pressure 
to bear on the House of Delegates to act upon the 
bill that offers relief. 
In any event the natural gas franchise would 
open the way for a 40-per-cent reduction in man- 
ufactured gas, “hether the piping of the Okla- 
homa gas proved practicable or not. 
There is one way in which the people of St. 
Louis at present can deliver themselves from the 
power of the hold-up Gas Trust, and that is to 
exert themselves in compelling the House of 
meregaion to bares competition. 
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Walt Whitman said of Thomas and Jane 
Welch Carlyle that they were “bad eggs, both 
of them, Jane and Thomas, both bad eggs. 
Must we think this of the politicians on both 
sides the party fence in this campaign? 
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THE STEEL MEN STAYED THE PANIC. 
Commenting on the purchase of one of its 
rivais by the United States Steel Corporation dur- 
ing the panic of October, 1907, Mr. Roosevelt tells 
Mr. Bryan that the transaction was not in viola- 
tion of law and that it was consummated with his 
(Roosevelt’s) “express consent.’”’

And ifa 
‘great monopoly has power to stay a panic well 
under way, is it not logical to conclude that it 
bas power to precipitate a convulsion if it chooses 
so to do? 
A private interest which is powerful enough to 
do such things ts too powerful. And a’great Gov- 
hich can procure financial peace for the 
: terests of the country only by 
invoking the exercise of such power makes con- 
feeston of weakness well calculated to fill every 
thinking mind and patriotic heart with misgiv-

Bribery as a Conventional Offense. 
To the Editor of the Post- -Dispatch. 

The legal friends of Judge Henry S. Priest have 
read with interest his explanation of his use of the 
phrase, “‘Bribery is a conventional offense,’’ and his 
comparison between the crimes of bribery and per- 
jury. But is the Judge correct in his legal state- 
ments and conclusions? Bribery, as well as perjury, 
was a crime at common law prior to the enactment 
of any statutes upon that subject, and the mere 
offer of a bribe, although it was not accepted, was an 
indictable misdemeanor at common law. (Roscoe's 
Criminal Evidence, 343; Stephens’ Criminal Law, Art. 
126; Walsh vs. People, 65 Illinois, 58; State vs. Ellis, 
33 N. J. Law, 102.) It was also at common law a. 
crime in both the giver and recelver of the bribe. 
(2 Wharton on Criminal Law,’Sec. 1858.) Neither is it 
only recently that the giving of a bribe has come to 
be looked upon as a crime,. for-according- to the an- 
cient law of Athens, the giving of a bribe was an 
equal crime with the receiving. (4 Blackstone Com., 


p. 123.) Bribery, therefore, is not a ‘‘conventiona! 
crime,” in the sense that it needs the enactment of 
any “‘legislative convention” to establish its char- 


acter as a crime, as Judge Priest contends. Consid- 
ered in reference to its injurious results, bribery is 
necessarily a much more serious offense than per- 
jury, although both are crimes against public justice, 
because perjury; which consists in giving false testi- 
mony in the trial of a cause to obtain an unjust de- 
cision, can only injure the parties to that particular 
suit, while bribery of a lawmaker to induce him to 
enact an unjust law (the kind Judge Priest was talk- 
ing about) injured the public at large and every citi- 
zen of the State. Bribery and perjury are also alike 
in that they both involve moral turpitude. Equally 
incorrect is Judge Priest in his attempted tneological 
distinction between bribery and perjury. Perjury he 
Says is ‘so fearful a sin that “ ‘only the atoning blood 
of Christ can wipe it out.” According to the theolo- 
gy of the Presbyterian Church, of which Judge Priest 
is a member, any sin or crime of any character 
whatsoever is sufficient to subject the sinner to eter- 
nal damnation, unless it be-covered and washed away 
by the atoning blood of Christ, and all sins and 
crimes are alike in that respect. Judge Priest would 
hardly contend that the giving of a bribe to a legis- 
lator to influence his vote upon a pending bill is not 
a transgression of Divine law’ AN ATTORNEY.

A woman, one of her boarders and 
two lawyers fought in the courtroom 
of Judge Millard in East St. Louis 
Thursday morning and the 12 jurors 
who were trying the case at bar had 
to leave the jury box and help the of- 
ficers of the court separate them. 

It began during the trial of a suit 
by D. K. Sullivan, a lawyer, to eject 
Mrs. Ellen Bush from a house he owns 
at 622 Ohio avenue. Sullivan acted as 
his own lawyer and A. A. Hunt ap- 
‘peared as attorney for Mrs. Bush. 

Thomas Leavy, who boards with Mrs. 
Bush, was a.witness for her and At- 
torney Sullivan began asking him ques- 
tions which reflected on the character 
of Mrs. Bush. She sat on the opposite 
side of the table from . Sullivan. 
She leaned across the/table and said 
to him in a loud voic#: 

*“T’'ll smash your e if you ask any 
more questions like mat.” 

Hurled Defiance at Judge. 

Judge Millard began. to feprimand 
her and she stood up and hurled this 4 
defiance at him: 

“I want protection from you, not a 
lecture. I know my rights here. Do 
you mean to set up on that bench and» 
hear 4 woman insulted without stopping 
it? Well, if you don’t stop it I will.” 

The Judge and the court officials re- 
stored quiet and the trial proceeded. 
“When Attorney Hunt went on the 
stand to testify for Mrs. Bush Attorney 
Sullivan began asking him the same sort 
of questions he had asked Leavy.

out her foot stealthily and began hitch- 
ing the cuspidore toward her.

Bush and he Lit Hunt in the face. Then 
eLayy rushed in to the support of Mrs. 
Bush and th; four were struggling 
when the 12 men in the jury box sprang

Unhappy Foreign Marriages, 
Says Booth Tarkington, 
. Are Their Work. 





DAUGHTERS SACRIFICED 





Social Ambition Greater in the 
Parent, Usually, Than 
in the Victim.. 





Marriages between American girls and 
titled foreigners usually prove utter fail- 
ures in the opinion of Booth Tarkington, 
the novelist, who has just returned from 
Europe. To a newspaper interviewer 
Mr. Tarkington expressed himself as 
follows on the subject: 

“The international marriage between 
an American giri of wealth and a for- 
eigner of title is usually a most deplor- 
able failure. I do not deny that there 
are exceptions, when the love motive is 
pre-eminently strong; we have some 
examples of it among American titled 
women abroad today. The exception, 


{ am convinced is one of utter failure 
in the great majorily of cages,” 

‘Whose fault is it?’’ 

“I think the blame lies with the so- 
cialiy ambitious America: mother, who 
insists upon her daughtei’s marriage to 
a foreign nobleman because she aspires 
to secial prominence, one might almost 
describe it as social notoriety. The 
climbers - in — Arnerican.. society are 
women, the money-tnakers are men, If 
the American aristocracy were more 
‘jealous of its birthright there would be 
fewer sacrifices of the sort we are all 
familiar with. The popular impression 
of the greed and artificiality that com- 
prise the chief elements of these inter- 
national marriages is correct.”’ 


Not GirPs Fault. 

“It is not the fault of the American 
girl herself when she marries a foreign 
nobleman ?’’ 

“The bride in these international mar- 
riages scarcely realizes the underlying 
significance of the event, I am afraid. 
The glamor of the occasion, of which 
she is the central figure, dazzles and 
delights her, and the seeming moral 
support of her mother is a strong incen- 
tive to her happiness. Of course, the 
manner and chamnn of these foreign 
gentlemen of leisure, who spend so much 
time on their adornment and thelr at- 
tractions, is indisputably in their favor 
in the preliminary interest they arouse 
in the affections of a susceptible girl. 
There’s no doubt that some of them are 
irresistibly handsome, cultured, delight- 
ful men; but if they had to work, an 
accomplishment which they disdain, 
their perception of the ridiculous would 
be more vivid than it is.’’ 

“The European standard of marriage 
is to blame?’ 

‘We are not compelled to accept the 
European standard, whatever it is, and 
because we do so is not usually due to 
any sinister intention of the American 
girl herself, but because her American 
mother, entirely aware of the false con- 
ditions under which she launches her 
‘daughter’s happiness,’ is cruelly respon- 
sible for the result. Doubtiess the train- 
ing to which the American girl is sub- 
jected in her social sacrifices by these 
ambitious mothers is the reason that 
they submit as. gracefully as they do. I 
have seen sO many unhappy marriages 
among these international affairs so 
brilliantly started that they have made 
me desperately sorry for the girls them- 
selves. In France the marriage dot is 
an institution, quite as sacred in their 
own social relations as when they make 
an American. alliance. It is significant, 
however, that they marry women of 


than they sell to the American girl.” 


Foreign Attitude. 

“What is the attitude abroad of the 
society women toward an international 
marriage?” 

“I fancy it is ene of regret for the im- 
poverished state of a noble famliy cem- 
pelled to ally itself at an excellent rate 
to an inferior. I remember some very 
dear friends ef mine in Philadelphia 
who always felt that I “deplored the fact 
that I was born in the West, and deli- 
cately ignored mentioning the fact that 
I had been unfortunate enough not to 
have been born in Philadelphia. 
way that is how foreign women. in so0- 
ciety feel toward the allen American 
girl who recoups the fallen fortunes of 
some Duke or Count in their own set. 
The millonaire father who has, ac- 
cording to American custom, left the 
destinies of his daughter’s career in the 
hands of the mother, obediently does 
whatever the mother requests, regarding 
her decision as final. In Europe the so- 
cial climbers are men; they are the 
head and front of plans for the socia) 
advancement of their sons and daugh- 
ters. The American is too busy, some- 
times, to look into the matter ag Clogel-- 
as he should.” 

“The wealthy American girl cannot 
eventually control the happiness of her 
household?” 

‘She is powerless, because of a com- 
plete difference of outlook, of habit, 
of tradition between the Old and the

new work had already shown a decid- 
ed slump because of the difficulty in 
financing projects. 

The present condition is more healthy 
than that of a year ago. Then the or- 
der placing was in the pasty now the 
trade is about entering, it appears, an- 
other period 6f very active contracting. 
This’ applies to all heavy lines except 
Steel rails and all smaller lines except 
tin plate. In all other importany di- 
visions’ much work. is being ordered 
and a greater amount is being planned. 

Much of it is contingent on the elec- 
tion and a large quantity is contingent 
on the ability to finance, but a great 
amount will ultimately be placed, re- 
raurdless of the election, for which the 
matter of financing is not serious. 


Some Work Will Be. Slow. 
If all the work planned and on which 


estimates are being asked and inquiries 
made should be.placed within a month 
or sfk weeks the steel trade would at 
quce go back on a normal basis; but it 
is not expected, even by the most opti- 
mistic, that this will be the case. It is 
expected rather that the work now be- 
ing figured on will come in on g grad- 
ually increasing scale as has been the 
case during the past eight or ten weeks 

Instead of an excited movement 
toward more active conditions the dir- 
ferent lines are picking up individually. 
The improvefmment in the lighter lines is 
most substantial. In these lines the de- 
mand reflects absolute necessity for ma- 
terial and the increasing volume of bust- 
ness being placed is all for as prompt 
delivery as can be @bdtained. Later 
it is expected that the caution which 
now beads to ordering only the amounts 
that can be put up with will be succeed- 
ed by the placing of larger contracts 
running into next year, as capacity 
gradually becomes engaged and becomes 
apparent to the consumers that delliver- 
les as needed can only be obtained by 
the ordering of work ahead. 

Normal Next Spring. 

Such placing, however, is not likely 
until toward the year end, and, indeed, 
much of the work that is now planned 
may be delayed until next spring, so 
that the improvement is quite likely to 
be progressive until the latter part of 
next winter of early spring. With the 
stee] trade having recevered from be- 
low 40 per cent or normal, all lines con- 
sidered, to something in excess of 60 per 
cent now, something over 75 per cent 
is expected by New Year's, and full nor- 
mal operation some time in March. All 
things taken into consideration, there 
are very great probabilities that the 
steel trade of 1908, barring the first twe 
months, will break all records. 

The pig fron market shows some im- 
provement. Mere furnaces are in biast 
and prices are firmer in the Pittsburg 
district and in the East. Furnaces of 
the latter district have advanced prices 
% cents per ton to $16.75, delivered Phila- 
delphia, while in Chicago furnaces have 
lowered their prices to meet reported} 
competition-from the valley furuaces of 
this district te a price equal to $14.10 


The report of the valley furnaces hav- 
ing undersold the Chicago makers has 
been incorrc*t. Iron at such prices has 
not been available in the valleys, but the 
business was taken by several merchant 
furnaces in the western part of Ohie, 
which desired to keep in operation and 
cut the rates in the Western market for 
@ moderate tonnage. It is understood 
that this capacity has been taken and 
valley furnaces have refused to sell at 
the prices quoted in Chicago. 

In the South, furnaces have comforta- 
ble tonnage on their books, and some 
have advanced quotations to $13 per ton. 

Tim-Piate Very Siow. 

The American Sheet and Tin Plate Co. 
last week operated its sheet plants to 
full 7% per cent of normal. The inde- 
pendent mills are operating to about the 
The demand fer sheets 
continues to grow, especially in the 
West, and is most noticeable in galva- 
nized sheeting. The seasonal slowness 
still prevails in tin plate, and the Ameri- 
can Sheet and Tin Plate Co. is operating 
its capacity to about # per cent ef nor- 
mal. 

Steady improvement in the wire and 
nail trade has been continued and de- 
mand from the ‘West centinue to grow. 
The jobbing element has been purchas- 
ing cautiously, and, in this line, is a 
large factor, so that the mills will quick- 
ly feel the benefits of a larger demand. 
Something in excess of & per cent of 
normal capacity in wire and wire nails 
is in eperation.
